The Redskins’ Band 


Maybe, some years, you can prod a grudging admission from a 
Redskin fan that his team isn’t, perhaps, the very best in the whole 
world, but you’ll never get him to say the Redskin Marching Band 
isn’t the “bes’ ban’ in the lan’.” 


It’s composed of volunteers of all sizes and ages—-printers, plumb- 
ers, sheet metal workers; mechanics, painters, electrical engineers; 
students, bookbinders, and, oh, yes, of course, even musicians. There 
are father-son, brother-brother, nephew-uncle combinations. 


It all started back in ’87. A few days before the second game, a 
milk company employes’ band asked permission to parade at home 
games. For the rest of the season, these musical milkmen played 
to their hearts’ content . .. and to the fans’ delight. 


Before the following season, Screen Star Corinne Griffith had 
written lyrics to “Hail to the Redskins!”, Maestro Barnee Breeskin 
had written the music, the Redskins had rented Indian costumes 

. and the band played on! 


It has been playing ever since. It has marched up Broadway at 
the head of 15,000 fans. And it has played alongside Waring, White- 
man and the Philharmonic in the Philadelphia Inquirer’s Music 
Festival. It has entertained at games in Pittsburgh, Boston, Balti- 
more, Cleveland, Norfolk, Philadelphia and New York. 


The organization is military-like. At the head is Chief Richard 
Viancour, former Navy bandleader. Each marching line is a unit, 
with a chief who is responsible for his unit’s ability and discipline. 
The band’s own arranger carefully times his scores to 90 seconds for 
time-outs. The band’s own librarian has on file some 200 arrange- 
ments, ranging from “Hold That Tiger!” to “Poor Butterfly.” 


Wardrobe men, who care for the $20,000 worth of costumes, know 
their business so well that the bandsmen can file through one end 
of a box car in street clothes and out the other end in Indian get-up— 
all within 25 minutes! 


The band’s drum majors have diagrams of scores of maneuvers, 
man-by-man and step-by-step, and, in one rehearsal, can whip the 
band into any design from a shamrock to a Christmas tree. 


The band has its own secretary, its own letterheads and its own 
esprit de corps. It rehearses once every week and last season, despite 
weather, illness, business demands and domestic problems, compiled 
an astounding attendance record of 94 percent!

Redskins’ franchise to Washington. 

June 1—Sammy Baugh accepts $500 bonus for. signing one-year 
contract. 

Aug. 24—Twenty-five players on hand as Redskins stage first practice 
session on Fairlawn Field in Anacostia, D. C 

Sept. 6—The Washington Redskins play together as a team for first 
time. Wallop all-star team at Frederick, Md., 50-0. 

Sept. 9—Baugh, fresh from pitching College All-Stars to 6-0 triumph 
over Green Bay Packers in Chicago Tribune charity game, reports 
for first practice as Redskin. 

Sept. 16—Redskins play first game in Nation’s Capital . . . 19,941 
paying customers in flood-lighted Griffith Stadium .. . Jesse 
Jones throws out first ball ...and Riley Smith plays with it all 
night as he scores all Redskin points with two field goals, 60- 
yard touchdown romp with intercepted pass, and extra point in 
13-3 victory over New York Giants. 

Oct. 17—Cliff Battles gallops 71, 65 and 60 yards for touchdowns as 
Steelers succumb, 34-20. 

Oct. 24—Twenty-five seconds to go, Riley Smith boots field goal to 
beat Eagles, 10-7. 

Oct. 31—Baugh fools ’em all... plunges through line for touchdown 
against Brooklyn in 21-0 win. 

Noy. 29—Largest net paid football crowd to date in Washington 
history—24,702—-sees Vice President Garner throw out first ball 
as Redskins drub defending champion Packers, 14-6. 

Dec. 5—The first invasion of Manhattan . . . Broadway is jarred 
from its Sunday morning sleep by some 10,000 frenzied, feather- 
wearing fans parading up the Great White Way behind a brass 
band ... Battles and Baugh go to town... Sam completes 11 
out of 15, Cliff runs 75 and 76 yards for touchdowns in 49-14 rout. 

Dee. 12—World Champions! Wayne Millner skates 77 and 55 yards 
with Baugh passes as Redskins whip Chicago Bears on frozen 
Wrigley Field, 28-21.

Feb. 26—Andy Farkas signs. 

Aug. 2—Baugh abandons baseball career; quits Rochester Red Wings 
of St. Louis Cardinals’ farm system; signs 3-year Redskin 
contract. 

Aug. 9—The Redskin Band organized; built around Chestnut Farms’ 


Dairy Employes Band which had played at last five home games 
during 1937. 
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Aug. 17—The Tribe’s now familiar marching song, “Hail to the 
Redskins,” introduced over coast-to-coast hook-up (WOL-Mutual). 


Aug. 31—Baugh hurt on first play, Redskins lose to College Stars, 
28-16. 


Sept. 11—Trick play makes Guard Bill Young eligible for pass which 
he snares for 67-yard touchdown run that beats Eagles, 26-23; 
Baugh completes 12 of 13 passes but is hurt. 

Sept. 18—Bob Masterson’s 15-yard field goal in last eight seconds 
salvages 16-16 tie with Brooklyn; Farkas stars in debut. 

Sept. 25—Farkas tallies three touchdowns and kicks two extra points 
against Rams—highest point total by any Redskin in single game. 

Oct. 16—Largest pro football crowd to date in Detroit history— 
37,071—-sees Farkas run wrong way to give Lions’ safety, but 
Andy stages great comeback to be hero in 7-5 Redskin win. 

Noy. 18—Six Redskins hurt as Bears run amok, 31-7. 

-Dec. 4—Seven fumbles by Redskins . . . six interceptions by Giants 
... Score: Giants 36, Redskins 0. 

Dec. 8—Riley Smith quits pro football; signs as backfield coach at 
Washington & Lee. 

Dec. 9—Best player draft in Redskin history: Dick Todd, Wilbur 
Moore. Dick Farman, Clyde Shugart and Steve Slivinski plucked 
from annual grab bag at same time. 


1939 


Oct. 1—Only scoreless tie in Redskin history as Giants and Tribe 
battle in mud; Baugh hurt, lost for two games. 

Oct. 15—Farkas runs 97 yards with two-yard pass as Steelers are 
walloped, 44-14; longest pass play in National Football League 
history; longest run by any Redskin. 

Nov. 5—Charley Malone runs 20 yards with Baugh pass in first four 
minutes to give Redskins skimpy 7-6 win over Eagles in rain. 

Nov. 12—Farkas runs opening kickoff 91 yards for touchdown to 
ignite the spark of 42-0 victory over Brooklyn; Dick Todd makes 
80-yard punt return for touchdown. 

Nov. 19—Farkas scampers 80 yards with pass in first three minutes 
to start 28-7 rout of Cards. 

Dec. 3—Bo Russell’s try for field goal from 15-yard line in final 
minute is ruled wide by Referee Halloran and ’Skins are deprived 
of victory that would have made them Eastern champs. 

Dec. 9—Bob Seymour, eighth choice, only standout in Redskins’ worst 
draft list. 


1940 
Jan. 14—Turk Wdwards signs as assistant coach, succeeding Roy 
Baker, who resigns to accept position in movie industry. 
Sept. 22—Todd runs 78 yards with punt for touchdown as Giants are 
whipped, 21-7. 
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Oct. 27—Todd breaks through for 51-yard touchdown run to edge 
Lions in last quarter, 20-14. 


Nov. 17—Todd scores game’s only touchdown on 15-yard run with 
pass; then saves game in last 10 seconds by overhauling George 
McAfee on 2-yard line as Redskins beat Bears, 7-8. 


Dec. 1—Little Davey O’Brien thrills Griffith Stadium crowd with 33 
completions in 60 pass attempts, but Redskins win, 13-6.

Apr. 5—Ki Aldrich obtained from Chicago Cardinals in trade for 
Halfback Jimmy Johnston. 
Oct. 19—A 30-yard Baugh-to-Masterson pass play in final three 
minutes defeats Eagles, 21-17. 
Oct. 26—Todd takes punt 71 yards for touchdown, Rams lose, 17-13. 
Noy. 9—Todd lost for four weeks, knee hurt, as Brooklyn wins, 18-7. 
Noy. 16—We make 18 first downs to Bears’ 9, but lose, 35-21. 
Nov. 23—Without Todd or Moore, Redskins overcome 0-10 Giant lead 


in last quarter to go ahead, 13-10, but New Yorkers get touch- 
down and field goal in 50 seconds to win, 20-13.

July 26 Aeshor J. (Dutch) Bergman joins Redskins’ staff as chief 
scout. 


Aug. 30—Redskins whip Army All-Stars, 26-7, before 50,962 crowd 
(net paid) in Los Angeles Coliseum; Army Emergency Relief 
Society nets $52,383.84. 

Sept. 20—Steelers’ Bill Dudley takes second-half kickoff 84 yards 
for touchdown, but Ki Aldrich blocks field goal try, picks up ball 
and runs 60 yards for touchdown as ’Skins rally to win, 28-14. 


Sept. 27—Giants don’t make first down, gain merely ONE yard from 
scrimmage and net just 50 yards in passing—but win, 14-7... 
O’Neale Adams intercepts Dick Poillon’s pass and runs 66 yards 
for one touchdown . . . Tuffy Leemans throws 30-yard pass to 
Will Walls, who runs 20 for other touchdown. 

Oct. 25—Largest pro football crowd in Pittsburgh history—38,642— 
sees Redskins win, 14-0. 

Nov. 1—Masterson’s angled field goal from 10-yard line just as gun 
ends game nips Eagles, 30-27. 

Noy. 8—Baugh’s three touchdown passes, two 74-yard quick kicks, 
whip Cardinals, 28-0. 

Noy. 15—Redskins inside Giants’ 20-yard line six times in first half, 
but can’t score; then Farkas takes kickoff opening second half 


and runs 94 yards for touchdown to start Tribe on way to 14-7 
victory. 
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Nov. 22—Masterson and Perry Schwartz, Brooklyn end, fight as 
Redskins triumph, 23-3. 

Dec, 18—World Champions! Lee Artoe scoops up bad pass from 
center and runs 40 yards to score touchdown that gives Bears 
early lead, but Baugh’s 85-yard quick kick puts Chicago back on 
its heels, then his 35-yard pass to Moore puts Redskins ahead 
and Andy Farkas caps victory by carrying ball 10 out of 12 
plays on 80-yard touchdown march. Score: 14-6,

Jan. 15—Ray Flaherty, head coach, accepts Navy commission. 

Feb. 18—Arthur J. (Dutch) Bergman named head coach. 

Apr. 10—Sidney A. Carroll named general manager. 

May 7—Maj. Keith Birlem, back on 1939 Redskin team, killed when 
his Flying Fortress crashes in England. 

Aug. 25—Baugh injured, Redskins lose to College All-Stars in 
servicemen’s benefit, 16-7. 

Oct. 31—Baugh completes 25 of 35 passes and pitches six touchdown 
passes; Moore sets record of 213 yards gained on seven catches; 
as Brooklyn is crushed, 48-10. 

Nov, 7—Redskins’ longest winning streak—13—ended by 14-14 tie 
with Phil-Pitts. 

Noy, 14—Baugh throws four touchdown passes to beat Lions, 42-20. 

Noy. 21—Baugh, injured, limps onto field, ostensibly to throw pass 
as Redskins move into scoring position, but Moore takes leather 
on perfect Statue-of-Liberty to start 21-7 victory over Bears. 

Dec. 19—Redskins bounce back after two straight losses to Giants 
with 28-0 triumph in playoff for Eastern championship. 

Dec. 26—Baugh suffers concussion as Bears win, 41-21, in world 
championship game; photograph of Baugh crying on bench wins 
national award. 


1944 

Feb, 6—Arthur J. (Dutch) Bergman resigns as head coach to devote 
more time to radio position and other business interests. 

Mar. 18—Dudley DeGroot, coach of University of Rochester and 
former Mtanford All-America, signs as head coach. 

Aug. 20—Intra-aqiad game at San Diego, Calif., for benefit of 
Shrine Crippled Children’n Fund draws 10,652 paying fans and 
11,000 servieemen, . 

Aug. 25—Roedukinn beat dth Air Force team, 7-8, before 50,472 (net 
paid) in Coliseum... Gamo nets $69,986.14 for Army Air Forces 
Aid Soviety . .. Army team includes Redskinners Paul Stenn, 
Bob Del’ruiter, Jack Jacobs and Fred Davis. 

Oct. 8—Joe Apuirre misses four out of five extra points and Redskins 
are held to 81-81 tie . . . Wartime conditions keep Baugh out 


of line-up and on his Texas ranch.

Dec. 3—With 1 minute 28 seconds to go, Aguirre kicks 37-yard field 
goal to apparently tie game at 16-all, but Umpire C. H. Brubaker 
spies Al Fiorentino, guard, holding and nullifies goal; on second 
attempt, 52 yards away, Aguirre’s kick falls just short of mark. 
Giants win, 16-13. 

Dec. 10—Redskins lose ball twice on fumbles and six times on_inter- 
cepted passes as Giants cavort, 31-0 . . .

Feb. 17——-Eddie Kahn, ex-North Carolina guard who was in that first 
Redskin starting line-up on Sept. 16, 1937, against the Giants, 
dies of wounds suffered in battle. 

Aug. 15—Wayne Millner, veteran end, returns from Navy and signs 
as player-coach. 

Sept. 30—First annual Variety Club benefit game played in Baltimore’s 
Municipal Stadium before 27,911. 


Oct. 7—Steve Bagarus makes his league debut with Redskins against 
Yanks in Boston .. . catches pass while skidding in mud puddle 
. .. but Redskins lose, 28-20. 


Oct. 30—Dick Todd returns from Navy. 


Noy. 1—Ki Aldrich also gets release from Navy; and it’s Johnny- 
comes-marching-home-again for most of your pre-war Redskins. 


Noy. 4—Aguirre kicks field goal in last 24 seconds to beat Cards, 24-21. 
Nov. 18—Bagarus takes pass in flat from Baugh... zigzags 55 yards 


for touchdown as every Bear touches him at least once ... run 
wins game, 28-21. 

Noy. 25—Redskins push Giants up and down field ... gain 296 
yards rushing ... win 17-0 .. . but Baugh is hurt .. . and 


unable to practice throughout following week. 

Dec. 16—In subzero weather, on a strip of arctic wasteland that is 
called Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium, Redskins lose world cham- 
pionship to Rams, 15-14... Baugh’s pass hits goal post upright 
for automatic safety ... Waterfield’s try-for-point hits crossbar 
and rolls over for winning point.
